Page 458, line 7, strike ‘‘new subsection’’ and insert 

‘‘new subsections’’. 

Page 459, after line 23, insert the following: 

‘‘(f) LIMITATIONS ON TRANSFERS.—(1) The Sec-1

retary may not transfer the following personal property 2

of the Department of Defense under this section: 3

‘‘(A) Controlled firearms, ammunition, grenades 4

(including stun and flash-bang) and explosives. 5

‘‘(B) Controlled vehicles, highly mobile multi- 6

wheeled vehicles, mine-resistant ambush-protected 7

vehicles, trucks, truck dump, truck utility, and truck 8

carryall. 9

‘‘(C) Drones that are armored, weaponized, or 10

both. 11

‘‘(D) Controlled aircraft that— 12

‘‘(i) are combat configured or combat 13

coded; or 14

‘‘(ii) have no established commercial flight 15

application. 16
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‘‘(E) Silencers. 1

‘‘(F) Long range acoustic devices. 2

‘‘(G) Items in the Federal Supply Class of 3

banned items. 4

‘‘(2) The limitations under this subsection shall also 5

apply with respect to the transfer of previously transferred 6

property of the Department of Defense from one Federal 7

or State agency to another such agency. 8

‘‘(3)(A) The Secretary may waive the applicability of 9

paragraph (1) to a vehicle described in subparagraph (B) 10

of such paragraph (other than a mine-resistant ambush- 11

protected vehicle), if the Secretary determines that such 12

a waiver is necessary for disaster or rescue purposes or 13

for another purpose where life and public safety are at 14

risk, as demonstrated by the proposed recipient of the ve-15

hicle. 16

‘‘(B) If the Secretary issues a waiver under subpara-17

graph (A), the Secretary shall— 18

‘‘(i) submit to Congress notice of the waiver, 19

and post such notice on a public Internet website of 20

the Department, by not later than 30 days after the 21

date on which the waiver is issued; and 22

‘‘(ii) require, as a condition of the waiver, that 23

the recipient of the vehicle for which the waiver is 24

issued provides public notice of the waiver and the 25
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transfer, including the type of vehicle and the pur-1

pose for which it is transferred, in the jurisdiction 2

where the recipient is located by not later than 30 3

days after the date on which the waiver is issued. 4

‘‘(4) The Secretary may provide for an exemption to 5

the limitation under subparagraph (D) of paragraph (1) 6

in the case of parts for aircraft described in such subpara-7

graph that are transferred as part of regular maintenance 8

of aircraft in an existing fleet.’’. 9

  (f) Limitations on transfers
  (1) The Secretary may not transfer the following personal property of the Department of Defense under this section:
  (A) Controlled firearms, ammunition, grenades (including stun and flash-bang) and explosives.
  (B) Controlled vehicles, highly mobile multi-wheeled vehicles, mine-resistant ambush-protected vehicles, trucks, truck dump, truck utility, and truck carryall.
  (C) Drones that are armored, weaponized, or both.
  (D) Controlled aircraft that—
  (i) are combat configured or combat coded; or
  (ii) have no established commercial flight application.
  (E) Silencers.
  (F) Long range acoustic devices.
  (G) Items in the Federal Supply Class of banned items.
  (2) The limitations under this subsection shall also apply with respect to the transfer of previously transferred property of the Department of Defense from one Federal or State agency to another such agency.
  (3)
  (A) The Secretary may waive the applicability of paragraph (1) to a vehicle described in subparagraph (B) of such paragraph (other than a mine-resistant ambush-protected vehicle), if the Secretary determines that such a waiver is necessary for disaster or rescue purposes or for another purpose where life and public safety are at risk, as demonstrated by the proposed recipient of the vehicle.
  (B) If the Secretary issues a waiver under subparagraph (A), the Secretary shall—
  (i) submit to Congress notice of the waiver, and post such notice on a public Internet website of the Department, by not later than 30 days after the date on which the waiver is issued; and
  (ii) require, as a condition of the waiver, that the recipient of the vehicle for which the waiver is issued provides public notice of the waiver and the transfer, including the type of vehicle and the purpose for which it is transferred, in the jurisdiction where the recipient is located by not later than 30 days after the date on which the waiver is issued.
  (4) The Secretary may provide for an exemption to the limitation under subparagraph (D) of paragraph (1) in the case of parts for aircraft described in such subparagraph that are transferred as part of regular maintenance of aircraft in an existing fleet. .
